Burgess and = MacLean were 
béHeved by some-reliable autho- 
ritles to have gone to Czecho- 
slovakia after they disappeared 
and to have stayed there for 
some time. These authorities 
believe they may be In Czecho- 
slovakia stilt, 


The Foreign Office tssucd a 
formal denial of « story appear- 
ing {n the Daily Herald, organ 
of the Lahour Party, the milt- 
fary Intelligence agents had 
“iocated" ‘the diplomats, who 
disappeared from London on 
May 23. There was a widespread 
iceling, howevzr, that the denial 
itself was a “diplomatic” one 
and might bo accepted only In 
the sense that the two Forelgn 
OMee officials were not “located” 
in such a way that they could 
be reached at all. 


The denial did not stop a 
persistent report that the.men 
went to Czechoslovakia some 
time {n June.

Warbington, Aug. 30. 
Mr Harold Minor, of Kansas,
